2. Claims 1 -36 are presenting for examination.

6. As to claims 21-25, and 26-36, the claims are similar in scope to claims 1-20, and they are 
rejected under the same rationale. 

Therefore, it can be seen from paragraphs 5-6 that Hughes anticipates claims 1-36.
